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Continuation of 11 : Applicant argues ttiat the invention is related to UMTS systems with HARQ protocol. However, this limitation is in the 
preamble of the claim and the claimed features are not limited to UMTS system and can be used in any other system. Applicant argues 
that Padovani does not teach synchronous transmission of data packet to the mobile station. However, examiner disagrees. Padovani 
teaches scheduling on the forwarding link to the mobile station. This is determining at which times the packets should be transmitted which 
performs the task of synchronized communication. Applicant further argues that Padovani does not teach the common control message 
restricts the transmission format by setting a maximum uplink resource common to the plurality of mobile stations for uplink transmission. 
However, examiner disagrees. Padovani teaches based on present C/l ratio maximum data rate for the mobile stations is determined. The 
different data rates are given in table I and are selected according to the value of Rate index. 
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
